Fiscal Court Approves 
Ordinance To Acquire Loan

The Adair County Fiscal Court met last night for their January meeting, and 
approved an ordinance that will allow them to move forward on obtaining 
between $1.7 and $2.5 million in long-term bonds, which will refinance a loan the 
County obtained last year to loan to Westlake Regional Hospital. 

With the payment for last year’s loan scheduled for May, and Westlake unable 
to pay the County back due to pending bankruptcy litigation, County Judge- 
Executive Ann Melton said Wednesday that the note had to be refinanced. 

“We’re hoping to recover some of their money through bankruptcy,” Melton 
said. “They can’t pay anyone back anything though until the judge says who you 
have to pay.” 

The court may decide later if they wish to pursue a 10-year bond, which offers

We’re just over one week into the 2014 session of 
the Kentucky General Assembly, and the most 
attention-grabbing bills that have been introduced 
both deal with casino gambling in the state. After 
some research and reflection, these bills, as well as 
their potential impact, share similarities to a 
situation we deal with right here in Adair County: 
the always-popular and heated wet/dry debate. 

Casino gambling in Kentucky, just like buying 
alcohol in Adair County, is currently illegal. House 
Bill 67, if it passes, would allow the General 
Assembly to amend the state’s constitution and 
submit the casino gambling decision to Kentucky 
voters. Proposed Senate Bill 33 stipulates that if 
made legal, casino gambling would be restricted to 
no more than seven locations statewide, and 
specifies that funds generated from gaming would 
go to job creation, education, health care, local 
governments, veterans, and public safety. 

These measures were introduced in an effort to 
keep hundreds of millions of dollars in the state 
that are spent every year in neighboring states with 
more lax gambling laws. The parallels to our 
county’s dry status couldn’t be clearer. Thousands 
of local dollars are taken out of the this community 
every year because, even though this is a dry 
county, some people are still going to drink, and 
they can legally purchase alcohol in Marion County 
and Pulaski County. I can already hear you. 

“Gambling is bad!” 

“Drinking is addictive!” 

“Drinking and gambling ruins families.” 

Point taken. This column isn’t meant to promote 
gambling or drinking. If you think gambling and/or 
drinking is wrong, I’m not here to try to change 
your mind. My point is only that - regardless of 
anyone’s personal beliefs, values, or opinions - 
some people are going to gamble, and some people 
are going to drink. The places that legally allow 
these vices to be indulged will reap the benefit of 
greatly increased tax revenue, while the places that 
do not allow them are still left with citizens that are 
going to drink and gamble if they want to; they’ll 
just do it somewhere else and let another town/state 
enjoy the benefits. 

Also, let’s not forget that gambling - in a broad 
sense - isn’t even the issue were discussing. We’re 
talking about casino gambling. The state lottery is 
just as much of a gamble as shooting craps 
(although the odds of winning the lottery are much 
slimmer), and the lotto is played in every gas 
station everywhere. Our own Adair County 
marching band profits from gambling under the 
pretense of charitable gaming. Gambling is more 
restricted on a national level than purchasing 
alcohol, but here in Adair County the two are 
equally outlawed. 

My hope is that if and when voters are called to 
answer these questions - whether it be the gaming 
debate on a statewide level or the wet/dry debate 
locally, if it ever even makes it onto a ballot -voters 
use their heads instead of their misplaced sense of 
morality. Remember, the vote won’t be cast in 
order to indicate whether or not you support casino 
gambling or the purchase of alcohol, the only issue 
is whether or not you wish for your state/town to 
benefit from money local residents spend on 
drinking/gambling. 

You can’t stop adults from doing as they wish. 
You can only choose to take the potential tax 
dollars they are going to spend, or you can let 
others benefit from the money.

Part 7 


Resuming: A Partial List of Physicians and Dentists from Adair 
County History, Part 7. This is not considered complete, nor 
certainly up to date, but is a beginning point for future researchers. 

Nell, Edward Martin, of Gradyville, bom 1846, died 1896, buried 
Union Cemetery; practiced in Adair after the Civil War; later moved 
to Franklin County, Logan County and back to Adair, where he 
lived until early in the year of his death, at which time he had 
returned to live at Frankfort. 

Nell, Edward M., private, Company C, 13 KY Cavalry, enrolled 
21 November 1863 Adair County, age 18, resided Adair County, 
mustered 23 December 1863 Columbia, KY, second enlistment; 
mustered out 10 January 1865 Camp Nelson. 

Edward M. Nell, of Adair, age 21, bom Adair County, married 
Matilda C. Staples 1868 Adair County; resided near Gradyville, 
Adair County in 1890 veterans census. “Mary” Nell, bom 1846, 
died 1879, buried Union Cemetery. Dr. E.M. Nell married second 
Amanda Winston Kinnaird, native of Metcalfe County, who died at 
her home in Frankfort, KY in April 1915, buried Frankfort 
Cemetery. While serving as State Senator from this district, in 1896, 
he was appointed Warden of the State Prison as Frankfort. He died 
later that year. 


From the Desk of_ 

Attorney General Jack Conway 


When I was elected your Attorney General six years ago, I made 
stopping prescription drug abuse one of my top priorities. I created 
Kentucky’s first statewide prescription drug task force and helped 
craft landmark legislation that has shutdown half of this state’s pain 
clinics. From a law enforcement perspective, we’ve made 
tremendous strides. Yet still, too many of our citizens abuse 
prescription pills, and other opiates, like heroin, are on the rise. 

We can’t just be tough on this issue. We must be smart. One thing 
became clear as I heard the personal accounts of Kentuckians 
touched by prescription drug abuse - we cannot incarcerate our way 
out of this problem. More cells won’t put a stop to stories like the 
one from a little girl in Pike County who I saw sobbing because 
when the school bus dropped her off, there was an ambulance in 
front of her house. That’s how she found out her father had died 
from a prescription drug overdose. 

We need this next generation to avoid some of the choices their 
parents made. That’s why I’ve travelled across the Commonwealth 
warning young people about the dangers of prescription drug abuse. 
I’ve presented our message to 40,000 students, parents and teachers. 

In addition to education, we must invest in treatment if we’re 
going to stop this cycle of addiction. I’ve always felt pharmaceutical 
companies should pay to treat the addiction they helped fuel. 
Pharmaceutical companies recorded incredible profits, while 
spending millions to fraudulently market and conceal from doctors 
the highly-addictive nature of new opiate painkillers they wanted 
them to prescribe. 

Although the two recent settlements did not involve opiate 
painkillers, I felt strongly that the $32 million from settlements I 
negotiated with the industry should be used to expand treatment in 
Kentucky. The court order directed me to use the proceeds for public 
health purposes, including substance abuse treatment. In accordance 
with that order, the money will help create a new treatment center 
for adults, treatment scholarships, and a grant program for new 
juvenile treatment beds and/or centers. 

Kentucky has one-tenth of the treatment beds it needs, so we are 
using $19 million for a grant program that will fund additional 
juvenile treatment beds and centers. Too often, parents are forced to 
wait months or go hours away from home to find a treatment bed. 
We will maximize these grants to fund the most promising, 
sustainable and needed treatment proposals brought to us by the 
non-profits, providers, and public-private partnerships throughout 
Kentucky. 

The plan also provides $2.52 million in scholarships for those 
who cannot afford treatment. We anticipate awarding 840 
scholarships to Recovery Kentucky centers. 

We will use $560,000 over two years to create 14 recovery homes 
for people completing and transitioning out of residential substance 
abuse treatment programs. 

And $500,000 from the settlement will be used to complete the 
construction of a Recovery Kentucky Center in Boyd County, one of 
our most underserved areas. My friend, Mike Donta, is from 
Ashland and lost his son to prescription drug abuse. He travels with 
me to our student assemblies. When Mike’s son asked for help, he 
had to travel to Elizabethtown to find a treatment bed. I promised 
Mike that wouldn’t have to happen anymore. 

Finally, we will use $6 million to administer and upgrade 
KASPER, Kentucky’s electronic prescription drug monitoring 
program; $1 million to Chrysalis House in Lexington and 
Independence House in Corbin to provide substance abuse treatment 
for pregnant women; $1 million to develop a substance-abuse 
screening tool with the Kentucky Department of Education to 
intervene with at-risk children; and $1.5 million to the University of 
Kentucky to train juvenile treatment providers. 

Some lawmakers suggested that I should have allowed the 
legislature to appropriate these funds. While the legislature must 
appropriate tax revenues and fees, a judicial settlement with a court 
order directing payment is another matter entirely. I will always fight 
to see pharmaceutical settlement money directed toward treatment, 
rather than grabbed to plug holes in our state’s cash-strapped budget. 

This is about people, not politics. And I believe this historic 
investment will save lives and it can help save parts of this state that 
are riddled with addiction.

Nothing but his presence of mind kept him from falling under the 
wheels. He escaped without injury.” [Hopkinsville Kentuckian, 
Hopkinsville, KY, 25 February 18961 

“Several Appointments...E.M. Nell, Warden at Frankfort.” 
[Hopkinsville Kentuckian, Hopkinsville, KY, 20 March 18961 

“Warden E.M. Nell DeadoFrankfort, Ky., Aug. 24oWarden E.M. 
Nell, of the Kentucky penitentiary, died at 8:30 o’clock Friday night 
of typhoid fever. He had been ill for about two weeks. He was a 
member of the last state senate and was elected warden about April 
1. He was then a citizen of Adair County and one of the most 
prominent and influential republicans of that section of the state.” 
[Daily Public Ledger, Maysville, KY, 24 August 1896, p4; The 
Climax, Richmond, Madison County, KY, 26 August 1896, p5] 

“Dr. E.N. Nell, 13th Ky. Cav., aged 49 (died). Comrade Nell was 
Warden of the State Penitentiary at the time of his death. He was 
bom in Adair County near Gradyville and attended the common 
schools of the county. He entered the Union Army at the age of 
17...served about 2 years...engaged in farming...later studied 
medicine and attended the Nashville Medical College.Jeaves a 
widow and 10 children.” [The National Tribune, Washington, DC, 3 
September 1896, p4, list of Union Army veterans who had died 
recently.] 

“...George Nell, Republican, was elected from the counties of 
Clinton, Cumberland, Adair, Russel[l] and Wayne to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death (sic) of the late Senator E.M. Nell...” 
[The Bee, Earlington, KY, 12 November 1896, pi] 

Nell, George Otis, bom 1918, died 1982, began practice at 
Columbia about 1953.Many of us will remember Dr. Nell and his 
office on Guardian, just behind the old Coomer home. The office 
was removed just a short while ago. 

Nell, James E., son of Dr. George, native of Adair, graduate of 
University of KY Medical School, with residency in family practice 
at John Peter Smith Hospital, Fort Worth, TX. Practiced in 
Columbia for a time in the 1980s. 

Nell, James K., bom 1841, died 1891, brother of Dr. Edward, an 
1870 graduate of University of Louisville, practiced in Gradyville 
in 1880s. He “died many years ago” according to a 1927 article. His 
widow was Mrs. Cettie E. Nell who died 1927, parents of Dr. L.C. 
Nell. 

Nell, Lawrence C., bom 22 August 1868 at Gradyville, died June 
1940 at Glasgow, son of Dr. James K. Nell and Lou Cettie Edwards 
Nell; studied at University of Louisville and practiced at Gradyville 
beginning in 1891; served several terms in the State House and 
Senate. He lost most of his family in the devastating flood of June 
1907 at Gradyville. 

Owens, Hector, son of Col. William Owens, well-known 
attorney, was bom about 1815 in Columbia, attended Transylvania 
Medical School in Lexington in the mid-1830s, served in the 
Mexican War, began medical practice in Columbia in 1849. He 
served as regimental surgeon in Civil War. He contracted cholera 
during the epidemic of 1873 and died at his home outside 
Columbia. 

Page, George M., bom in Virginia about 1816, came to Kentucky 
and located at Columbia where he married Miss Ermine Frazer. He 
died in late 1903, age 87, at Lucas, Barren County. Dr. Geo. M. 
Page was preceptor for J.H. Page in University of Louisville 
Medical School, 1874-75 term. 

Page, Irwin, native of Columbia, publisher of medical journals in 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

Page, James N., bom in Columbia 25 March 1835, died 
Louisville April 1927, operated a drugstore in Columbia from the 
late 1860s through the early 1900s. He was operating during the 
1873 cholera epidemic and helped treat the sick. 

Page, Lafayette, M.D., L.L.D., bom 1863, died 1929, Major in 
Medical Corp, World War I. 

Pedigo, A.R., chiropractor, opened an office in the Miller Hotel 
in August 1930. He was a graduate of the Palmer School.

Adair County Relay for Life Kicks Off

In what has become one of 
the most important and popular 
yearly traditions among com¬ 
munities nationwide, the 2014 
Relay for Life kicked off in 
Adair County Tuesday night in 
the basement of the Health 
Department. 

“I want to thank everyone for 
coming out,” said Relay for Life 
Specialist Bill Hawkins, who 
oversaw the event. “I’m excited 
about working with Adair 
County Relay.” 

The excitement was mutual, 
as nearly two dozen Adair 
County residents, representing 
their various Relay teams, 
attended. Event Chair Jennifer 
Smith introduced Julie Cowan, 
the keynote speaker of the event. 

“We have a survivor right 
here in the room,” Smith said. “I 
wanted this to be personal, 
because that connection is why 
we Relay.” 

Cowan shared her story, fight¬ 
ing back tears more successfully 
than many who were listening. 
She detailed the day she was 
given the news that she had can¬ 
cer, asking onlookers to remem¬ 
ber what they were doing 2,468 
days ago—the day she found 
out. 


“Most people don’t remember 
what they were doing even last 
week, and I know I certainly 
don’t either,” Cowan said. “But 
that’s one day you never forget.” 

Cowan, an elementary 
teacher, went on to explain how 
she received the call while 
teaching, stepping into the hall¬ 
way to answer when she saw her 
doctor’s number appear. 

“I thought it might be a pos¬ 
sibility [that I had cancer],” 
Cowan said. “But you never 
know—it never hits you until 
you hear those words. ‘You. 
Have. Cancer.’” 

She detailed the rest of her 
day, which included putting on a 
brave face while taking her son 
and his friends to baseball prac¬ 
tice, and calling her immediate 
family to her house and giving 
them the news. 

“They just sat around the 
table and stared at me,” she said. 
“No one knows what to do or 
say in that situation.” 

Thankfully, Cowan’s cancer 
was in its early stages, and sur¬ 
gery a month later removed the 
disease. 

“I didn’t participate in Relay 
that year, but I swore if I was 
healthy next year that I would 
get involved,” she said. “If I 
could raise even one penny to go 
toward research or treatment, 



that might 
make a dif- 
f e r e n c e . 

Someone raised 
the money that 
became the rea¬ 
son I’m still 
here.” 

Following 
Cowan’s pow¬ 
erful story, each 
person in atten¬ 
dance took turns 
sharing their own 
“Why I Relay” story, with 
everyone in the room being 
affected at the most personal of 
levels.

the lowest interest rate (2.84 percent), or 15 or 20-year bonds with slightly higher rates. Once the loan 
is finalized, the rate is fixed for the duration of the payments. 

“This is the best rate that you can get if you want to do this long term,” Lonnie Campbell, a 
representative from the Kentucky Association of Counties, told the Court. 

According to the ordinance, a portion of the funds obtained may also be used for the acquisition, 
construction installation and equipping of energy saving improvements. 

Further action on the matter may be taken as early as Thursday morning, as the Fiscal Court has a 
special called meeting set for 9 a.m. 

Magistrate Billy Rowe made the motion to approve the ordinance, and it passed unanimously, 7-0. 

In other business at Tuesday night’s meeting the Court: 

•Heard the announcement of a new source of income for Adair County Regional Jail, which will 
begin receiving payment from the Administrative Office of the Courts for the room they use when they 
are at the jail. 

“I found out that AOC pays some jails for the space that they use,” Wilson explained. “I found out 
that we can get paid by AOC, you just have to ask for it. We’re asking for it.” 

As one of the conditions for the agreement, the jail must give up use of a small room, which may 
now only be used by AOC. The payment will be just under $1,000 per year. 

•Approved the quarterly jail report by Rick Wilson. Wilson delivered a comparison of Adair County 
Regional Jail to nine other jails of similar size (78-88 beds), and said that Adair Regional ranked third 
among the group in terms of lowest expenditures, highest revenue, and had the third lowest food costs. 

Wilson also said that over the past year, inmates have provided more than 28,000 hours of free labor. 

•Renewed Kenneth Blevins building inspector contract. 

“The contract is the same as before it’s just time to be renewed,” Melton said. 

•Granted a $1 per hour raise to 911 dispatcher Zack Giles. 

•Heard the treasurer’s report from Barry Corbin, which showed Adair County’s year-end fund 
balance was slightly more than $855,000. 

All magistrates were present for the meeting.

community in one way or 
another. 

“My whole life I’ve wanted to 
serve people,” Wise said. “My 
parents instilled in me 
leadership at a young age. In 
terms of elected public office, 
it’s something I’ve always 
thought about.” 

With the General Assembly 
currently convening in 
Frankfort, both Gregory and 
Wise have been able to 
comment on specific bills and 
movements as a way to give 
voters a glimpse into their 
conservative political ideals. 

In a release issued by 
Gregory, she outlined some of 
the most notable bills she’s 
worked on and supported, which 
include a debt-limit bill, a pro¬ 
life bill, and a bill that will 
crackdown on Kentucky’s 
growing heroin problem. 

“I am pleased to be the 
primary sponsor of this 
legislation,” Gregory said of the 
informed consent bill, which 
would require a woman 
considering an abortion to have 
a face-to-face meeting with the 
doctor to give informed consent 
before going through with the 
procedure. 

For his part, Wise has been 
following the General 
Assembly’s proceedings and 


commented specifically on 
several bills that have been 
introduced. 

He offered soft support for the 
restoration of voting rights 
amendment, which would give 
nonviolent convicted felons the 
right to vote after they’ve served 
their sentence, but said that he’d 
have to read the entire bill to see 
who would qualify as 
“nonviolent.” 

Wise also said that the 
statewide smoking ban proposed 
by Gov. Beshear might work 
better at the local level, leaving 
it up to counties and cities to 
decide. 

“I think the local option is 
best,” Wise said - also noting 
that he supports the bills leaving 
expanded gaming reform up to 
voters, but as a citizen he would 
vote against it. 

“We’ve talked about 
expanded gambling until it’s 
blue in the face,” Wise said. 
“Put it on the ballot and let the 
people decide.” 

With Gregory and Wise being 
the only two candidates to file 
for the seat, the winner of the 
May 20 primary will most likely 
rununopposed in the November 
general election. Other potential 
candidates have until Jan. 28 to 
file.

“It’ll be open as soon as the renovations are complete,” said 
owner Long Hak.

Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) 

People’s lives often depend on the quick reaction and 
competent care of Emergency Medical Technicians 
(EMTs). 

Incidents such as automobile accidents, heart attacks, 
falls, childbirth, and gunshot wounds require immediate 
emergency medical care. EMTs provide this vital service 
as they care for and transport the sick or injured to the 
appropriate medical facility. 

In an emergency, EMTs are quite often dispatched to 
the scene by a 911 operator, where they often work with 
police and fire fighters. Once on the scene, EMTs assess 
the patient’s condition, while trying to determine the 
nature and severity of any pre-existing medical 
condition. Using pre-determined protocols, they provide 
emergency care, and transport the patient to the 
appropriate medical facility. 

EMTs operate in emergency medical services systems 
where a physician provides medical direction and 
oversight. EMTs use special equipment, such as 
backboards, to immobilize patients before placing them 
on stretchers and securing them in the ambulance for 
transport to a medical facility. They typically work in 
teams of two or more. During the transport of a patient, 
one EMT drives, while the other monitors the patient’s 
vital signs and gives additional care, as needed.

“We had some very substantial claims,” Gold explained. “Those 
led to us seeing a roughly 40-percent increase in premiums.” 

That increase in premiums led to the board deciding, at Gold’s 
recommendation, to choose BGFH’s HRA option. HRA, which 
stands for health reimbursement arrangement, benefits both the 
hospital and the employee more, according to Gold. 

“The deductible is $4,000, and under HRA, they say we’ll let you 
keep a $6,350 deductible on each employee and they’ll pay the 
gap,” Gold explained. 

The HRA option gives employees choices, ranging from the 
single plan at a premium of $328.71, or $65.74 per month under the 
4000/8000 deductible plan, to a $1,032.17 premium at a monthly 
cost of $769.20 to the employee. In each instance, the hospital pays 
$262.97, or 80-percent of the initial premium cost. Under the 2000/ 
4000 plan, costs range from $472.22 to $1,482.78, with the hospital 
still paying the $262.97, up from the $227.95 they currently pay. 

“We already have very limited numbers on the family plan 
anyway, due to the cost,” Gold added. “This will likely continue 
that trend, but the net increase was inevitable due to the high 
claims.” 

In all, even the cheapest BGFH HRA option raises the estimated 
annual cost of the hospital from $347,395 to $400,766, a rate of 
about $70 per employee, per month. 

“Insurance is just financing,” Board Chairman Craig Pyles 
explained bluntly. “They’ll pay your bills somewhat, but you’re 
going to give them that money back the next year and beyond.” 

After a brief discussion about whether to do away with the 
hospital’s 80-20 coverage, board member Bruce White motioned to 
approve the BGFH HRA option at the current 80-20 coverage for 
Westlake’s 140 employees. Richard Grant seconded the motion, and 
it passed unanimously. 

“The price was going to go up no matter what,” Gold added. 
“This option saves us $190,000 compared to the others.” 

Following the decision, the board went into an executive session 
to discuss proposed or pending litigation against or on behalf of the 
public agency. No action was taken.

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Indians Overcome Slow Opening, 
Handle Larue Co. On The Road 


Indians 51 Larue County 38 

With back-to-back wins under their belt, the Indians traveled to 
Larue County Tuesday night looking to exact revenge on the team 
that ended their season in last year’s regional tournament. Despite a 
slow first quarter of action, the Indians tallied a solid 51 points, 
holding Larue to 38 for the comfortable road victory. 

“I thought we played one of our better defensive games,” Head 
Coach Mark Fudge said. “We held them to 12 field goals, and that’s 
as solid of an effort on that end of the floor as we’ve had in quite 
some time.” 

Neither team was able to find much offense in the first, as 
Chance Melton scored all six of Adair County’s opening period 
points. Larue would fare no better, and the score was tied at six at 
the end of one quarter. 

In the second, the Indian offense came alive, thanks to offensive 
sparkplug and senior wing Ty Bennett. Bennett scored 11 of the 
Tribe’s 14 points in the quarter, including three treys, to sit Adair on 


top 20-16 at the halftime break. 

In the third, senior guard Matt Fudge and junior guard Zach 
Hutchison found their grooves, including a triple by Hutchison that 
just beat the buzzer. The Indians’ more balanced offensive output 
was coupled with another strong defensive effort, as they outscored 
Larue 17-8 in the quarter to take a 37-28 lead after three. 

The balance on offense and superior perimeter quickness of the 
Tribe led to a stockpiling of fouls on the home squad, and coupled 
with a sizeable lead, Adair shot 15 free throws, making 12. The effi¬ 
ciency from the line pushed the Indians ahead by as much as 17, 
and with the game well in hand, Adair returned home with the 51- 
38 victory despite two late buckets by Larue. 

“I was really pleased with our free throw shooting down the 
stretch,” Fudge added. “It’s always good to be able to make those,

Indians Cruise 
Against Caverna 

Indians 65 Caverna 51 

After a solid road win at Allen County Scottsville on Saturday, 
the Indians returned home Monday night to host the Caverna 
Colonels. The Indians were steady from the opening tip, combating 
Caverna’s full court pressure to score 65 points en route to a 65-51 
victory. 

The visitors won the tip and scored quickly, taking a 2-0 lead just 
seconds into the contest, then forcing a steal and drawing a foul. 
The Colonels were unable to turn the steal into a bucket, and Indian 
senior guard Marshall Shelley streaked through the full court press 
to draw a foul. Shelley’s free throw put the Indians on the board, 
and Adair then launched the inbounds pass over the top to freshman 
forward Chance Melton, who played the pass like a wide receiver, 
catching it in stride and scoring without a dribble. 

Caverna would answer inside, but Melton soared above the rim 
for an easy two and then beat the press over the top again before 
dropping a beautiful pass to Zach Hutchison in transition. 

The Indian offense then found their jumpers. Three straight 
threes, two from senior point guard Matt Fudge and one from 
Hutchison, left the Indians ahead 16-8 after one quarter. 

Fudge and Hutchison would continue their onslaught in the sec¬ 
ond, as Fudge splashed in a pull-up three against a sleeping 
Caverna defense to open the quarter and then sandwiched a 
Hutchison midrange two and Melton transition layup with another 
three. Caverna held the margin at a respectable amount with offen¬ 
sive rebounding, but two jumpers from Hutchison, a Melton layup 
and an inbounds lob to senior Ty Bennett sent the Indians into the

Lady Indians Lose Heartbreaker in Overtime 


The Lady Indians played host to the Lady Colonels of Caverna 
on Monday night for a classic 5th Region matchup. After four quar¬ 
ters, the contest was tied at 50, and despite holding a seven-point 
lead in the overtime period, the Lady Indians fell in the final sec¬ 
onds, 61-60.

a lot from our mistakes,” Coach James Turner said. “We played 
well in spurts, but not well enough to win.” 

It was clear from the on-set that this one was going to be a battle. 
Beth Owens powered through a defender for the game’s first score 
inside, then Alex Keltner came up with a steal leading to a fastbreak 
layup after Caverna grabbed three offensive rebounds on one pos¬ 
session but were unable to score. The Lady Colonels drained a cor¬ 
ner three to match the pace, and six points from Harlee Smock 
negated another Caverna three and trio of free throws. After one, 
the Lady Indians led 13-11. 

Caverna opened the second quarter with a corner three to take a 
one-point lead. Following the trey, both teams went scoreless for 
several minutes, before a pair of Lady Colonel free throws stretched 
the lead to three with 4:18 remaining in the half. An elbow jumper 
from senior forward Emily Peck ended the Adair drought, and after 
another Caverna free throw, Smock came up with a steal and pass 
ahead to Keltner for a layup to tie the game. The squads would 
trade buckets before going scoreless on their final two possessions, 
and Caverna would hang on to a 21-19 lead at the half. 

Brooklyn Coomer scored from in front of the rim to open the sec¬ 
ond half for the Lady Indians, tying the contest at 21 and setting the 
stage for a dramatic final two quarters. Keltner, senior guard 
Kassidi Taylor, Smock and Owens would all score multiple times in 
the quarter, but the visitors matched the Lady Indian offense blow- 
for-blow. A Smock free throw and another Keltner steal and layup 
left Adair ahead by five, but a Caverna offensive putback with sec¬ 
onds remaining trimmed the margin to three after three, 39-36 
Adair.

I didn’t think I would be writing 
this column so soon, or as one 
column during the same week instead 
of two separate ones months or even 
years apart...but here we are. I’m 
sure you’ve already heard, and the 
news is a bit old by now, but two 
actual college football programs 
actually hired Lane Kiffen and Bobby 
Petrino — again, on purpose, in the year 2014. 

You may remember my column from October about the 
University of Southern California’s hilarious firing of Kiffen as 
he stepped off the team plane, in the airport parking lot, at 2 
a.m., following yet another Trojan loss. If you don’t remember, 
the gist of the piece was that no one has fallen upward more 
than Kiffen. The column chronicled his continued movement to 
better jobs despite essentially failing at all of the ones he held 
previously. I told you we’d see him next as the President of the 
United States, and that he had the best agent on the planet. 

I was partially right. Kiffen isn’t the next POTUS—or at least 
he won’t be until 2016, but he is the new offensive coordinator 
for Alabama. In the college football world, that’s like being the 
Senate majority leader. To be fair to Kiffen, he was once a very 
good offensive mind, although he failed to break double-digits 
against the completely defenseless Washington State Cougars, 
coached by the let-them-score-so-we-can-get-the-ball-back 
Mike Leach, so maybe he forgot what he was doing. 

Clearly though, if Nick Saban brings you in for discussion 
before the season even ends, and then hires you quickly after 
finding out about the departure of his current OC, you’re well- 
respected for your talents. Kiffen will likely succeed, at least 
somewhat, at Alabama, but that won’t change the stunning 
reality that a guy born on third base who thinks he hit a triple, 
and who has burned every bridge on his way out of town at 
each stop, just received one of the most prestigious coordinator 
jobs in the country. Again. 

But speaking of slimeballs and their promotions, the contest 
can forever be ended, because the ultimate winner has been 
chosen. After Louisville Head Coach Charlie Strong decided to 
stop being Louisville First, Cardinals Forever and headed to 
Texas, the Cards quickly replaced Strong with Bobby Petrino. 

Yes, that Bobby Petrino. The Bobby Petrino who has sought 
a new job every offseason, or sometimes even during the 
season, of his recent career. The Bobby Petrino who told 
Louisville that the city was a perfect place to raise a family, 
that he wanted his children to graduate high school there, and 
there was nowhere he’d rather be, signed an extension two 
weeks later, and five days after that was courting the LSU 
job—pulling his name out of the running after it became clear 
he wouldn’t be the choice. 

That was in 2004. Petrino pulled the same song and dance in 
2006. After signing a 10-year contract with Louisville, Petrino 
was quoted as saying: 

“We did want to make a statement... I wanted to make sure 
everyone understood — I know I’ve said it — that this is where I 
want to be, where my family wants to be. But I want everyone 
to really believe it.” 

Less than six months later, Petrino was the coach of the 
NFL’s Atlanta Falcons. 

By December of 2007, Petrino was the Head Coach at the 
University of Arkansas after leaving the struggling Falcons 
mid-season by placing a note on a locker. 

That Bobby Petrino. 

From 2008 until 2011, Petrino stayed at Arkansas, amassing 
his usual success and cementing his place as one of the top 
offensive minds in the game. Then, in the spring of 2012, 
Petrino was caught in a relationship with a female employee 
after the two suffered a motorcycle crash. The young woman 
had a fiance, while Petrino was married with children. Petrino 
was found to have given the woman her position within the 
football program due to their relationship. 

Not only did Petrino initially tell officers that he was alone 
on the motorcycle, but it was also discovered he had given a 
Christmas gift of $20,000 to the young woman. Petrino was 
subsequently fired from the Razorbacks. 

After vowing to “make things right” with his family in 
August of 2012, Petrino accepted the head coaching position at 
Western Kentucky University in December of the same year. 
Petrino was the head coach for one season before bolting to 
head back to Louisville. 

That Bobby Petrino. Louisville re-hired that guy, and had 
such strong beliefs (no pun intended) that he was a changed 
man, that they accidentally included a $10 million buyout 
clause to his contract to make sure he wasn’t lying.. .again. 

Like Kiffen, Petrino will likely have success at Louisville. 
But as history has shown us, that success comes with a price. 
Thankfully for both men, however, history has also shown us 
that neither of their price tags will keep them out of coaching 
for long, no matter how deplorable they may be as human 
beings, or how many people they alienate on their way out of 
town for the next payday. As Kiffen’s former boss with the 
Oakland Raiders was notorious for saying, “just win, baby.”

2014 Center of KY 
Dairy Short Course 

The 2014 Center of KY Dairy Short Course will begin later 
this month and will include some of the most up-to-date 
research available in the dairy industry. Registration for the 
program is $30 per person and will cover meals and 
materials. Each session will begin at 10:00 am CT. 
Reservations should be made by January 20th by calling the 
Adair County Extension Office at 284-2317. Dates and 
classes are as follows: 

January 28- Feed Efficiency 
@ Green County Extension Office 

Our first session will discuss how to calculate feed 
efficiency of your herd and what factors affect feed 
efficiency. Feed efficiency goes beyond just nutrition as 
genetic factors including frame size and milking ability plays 
a major factor in feed efficiency. Producers should determine 
the current dry matter intake of the herd prior to attending 
this session so that they will be able to calculate the feed 
efficiency of their own herd. 

February 4- Getting the most out of PC Dart 
@ Adair County Extension Office 

PC Dart is a useful tool that many producers use to monitor 
production, milk quality, breeding/calving dates, and 
schedule chores. Mark Witherspoon will cover some of the 
basic concepts of PC Dart but will go further in depth to 
reveal some on the many unknown uses of PC Dart and how 
producers can use it to better manage their herd. 

February 13-On Farm Milk Culturing 
@Taylor County Extension Office 

This session will demonstrate how producers can use on- 
farm culturing to detect disease prior to onset of clinical signs 
as a way of improving animal well-being and milk quality. 
Producers should bring a milk sample from a non-treated cow 
with a mastitis infection to the class. The sample may be 
frozen until the day of class if collected several days prior to 
the session. 

Winter Pests in Cattle 

Very few insect pests are on a person’s mind during the 
middle of winter. However, there’s one insect pest that can 
often be found on cattle during the coldest months of the 
year. Lice are cold-loving pests that can suck the profits out 
of your beef and dairy cattle herds during the winter. Lice 
spread when animals bunch together in response to frigid 
temperatures, and we’ve already had plenty of those. You can 
reduce potential lice problems on cattle by keeping new 
animals separate from your herd until you’ve given them a 
thorough louse treatment, generally two applications of a 
contact insecticide. The first application kills active adults 
and immature lice, but it won’t destroy nits on the hide. A 
second application targets new hatchlings from the nits and 
any other lice still around. Be sure to follow the label 
instructions on treatment intervals. 

After these two treatments, you can add new animals to the 
herd with minimal chance of lice problems during the winter. 
Don’t use systemic insecticides during the winter unless you 
know the treatment history of newly bought cattle. This is 
because migrating grubs might be in sensitive locations and 
cause an adverse reaction this time of year. For more 
information, contact the Adair County Cooperative Extension 
Service at 384-2317.

Each 
camper will learn responsible and safe use of firearms and 
how to shoot in the six disciplines of the shooting sports 
program. The six disciplines are: rifle, trap, archery, hunter 
challenge, and black powder pistol. Firearms and ammunition 
will be supplied to all the campers to use. Any camper, who 
does not have their orange card, will have the opportunity to 
qualify for it during the camp. There is a $130.00 registration 
fee that covers all expenses at camp and crafts. If you are 
interested in this opportunity applications can be gotten at the 
Adair County Cooperative Extension Service located at 409 
Fairground Street. For more information about the Shooting

Adair County traveled to Allen County-Scottsville on Saturday 
night, taking on the hosting Patriots. In a game that would be 
close throughout, the Indians prevailed in the fourth, notching the 
55-50 road win. 

“This was a great win for us,” Coach Mark Fudge said. “We 
had to overcome a lot of adversity to win this one.” 

The scoring stayed at a steady pace over the course of the 
contest, and the two squads proved evenly matched from the 
opening tip. After a back-and-forth first period, Matt Fudge sank a 
three pointer at the buzzer to put Adair ahead 12-11 after one. 

Fudge would be at it again in the second, albeit from much 
deeper, as the Indians trailed 28-25 with just seconds remaining in 
the half. Fudge dribbled to midcourt, where he fired a desperation 
shot, banking in the three to send the two teams into halftime with 
the score knotted at 28. 

Allen County-Scottsville pulled ahead in the third, jumping out 
to a 37-28 lead with a nine-point run to open the second half. 
Halfway through the quarter, sophomore forward Jacob Pooler 
sank a pair of free throws to get Adair on the board, and then 
freshman Chance Melton reeled off five straight to tie the affair at 
37 after three quarters. 

The Indians would win the final quarter, outscoring the Patriots 
18-13 behind nine points apiece from Fudge and Melton, 
returning home with the 55-50 victory. 

“I was really proud of the way our guys dug in and fought

locker room with a 38-20 lead. 

The Indians would not look back. Despite a Cavema score to 
open the half, Fudge and Hutchison nailed long two-pointers before 
Melton tracked down a Colonel in transition, blocking his layup 
attempt from behind in spectacular fashion. A Jacob Pooler pump 
fake, drive and score inside, Hutchison mid-range score and 
Bennett three stretched the lead to 51-27, and a Noah Polston acro¬ 
batic putback to end the quarter set the margin at 25, 58-33, after 
three quarters. 

A Cavema floater and three-pointer that rattled in cut the lead to 
20 as Adair’s intensity waned with a large lead. A long two for 
Fudge, followed by a runner for the senior guard, answered two 
more buckets from the Colonels to keep the margin at 20, but back- 
to-back Cavema threes with 3:08 remaining made it 64-48. The 
Indians would tack on one more free throw, and Cavema would 
sink another long range attempt, but the outcome was well in hand, 
and Adair cruised to the 65-51 victory.

Four straight Cavema points opened the fourth quarter, giving the 
Lady Colonels the smallest of leads, but Peck sank two free throws 
to put Adair back on top.
